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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed on 09/09/2003 is acknowledged. Claim 8 is 
amended. Claims 5, 8, and 11 are pending and under examination. 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: step for accomplishing the purpose stated in 
the preamble of instant claim. The preamble is about testing the activity of a hormone 
and other compounds but the active step appears to test whether cells are proliferate or 
not. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the activity" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 1 recite "a method for evaluating" in a kit claim and it is not clear what the 
metes and bounds are for the limitation. The following is a quotation of the first 

paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The claim is drawn to a testing the activity of various unspecified products for 
example, hormone. 

The entire specification is about inventor's work on generating 4 different mouse 
breast cancer cell lines from two previous cell lines of mouse mammary cancer cell 
origin and the specification at Table 2 lists the characteristics of the newly disclosed cell 
lines, Example 8 discloses a hormone can be used to test whether the claimed cells 
require a certain hormone in order to proliferate, Example 9 at page 28-29 discloses 
that the claimed cell lines grow in mice, therefore the cell lines could be used to make 
certain mouse cancer models in order to test clinically useful compounds. However, the 
specification does not teach anything about testing the activity of hormone using the 
claimed cell lines in vitro. Darnell et al (1990, Molecular Cell Biology, page 710 and 71 1 
only) teach that in order to test the activity of hormone, one has to know where the 
hormone binds to, what is the biological activity of a hormone is, and so forth and further 
it appears that in vivo setting is necessary in order to test activity of hormone but the 
claim is drawn to in vitro testing. 

Considering the limited guidance and no working examples of the specification, 
undue experimentation is necessary to practice the claimed invention.
